The Cuſtom of Duelling has noto- 
riouſly obtained throughout the whole civi- 
lized World. And though ſuch a Tolera- 
tion is, and ever will be, moſt cruelly abuſed; 
yet a total Abolition of it would, I fear, go 
a great Way towards unciviliging it again, 
The Life of Sir William Bunbury, I pro- 
teſt ſolemnly, wou'd ſcarce atone for what 
I have ſuffered theſe ſeven Years paſt on his 
Account. He has made my Being loath- 
ſome to me; which is ſurely a more grievous 


Hour I had firſt Intimation of his iniquitous 
Procedure, my Mind, like thoſe cf diſtracted 
People, bas known but one Object: He 
has kept every Nerve of my Body as much 
upon the Stretch, Day and Night, as the 
Rigging of a Ship in a Storm ; and almoſt 
wrung aſunder, by the conflicting Paſſions 
of Grief and Indiguation, 
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To recur to my ſilly Letter: The weakeſt 
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Part of this haſty Performance was, my not 


recollecting that I was writing to a very 


weak Man. For had it been addreſſed either 
to a Perſon of Spirit, or one that had even 
Senſe enough to know his own Intereſt, in 


ſuch an Encounter ; it could never have been 


referred to the Opinion of a Judge.
